cause She Cannot Bear Disrespect. 

Tired of receiving insults from in- 
considerate men, Concha Moreno, a 
pretty 19-year-old girl employed in a 
lunch wagon at Macy and Alameda 
streets, committed suicide last night 
by sending a bullet through_the up- 
per part of her head. 

A few minutes previous to the act 
the girl went to the apartments of P.

Begging’ Bracamonte to go out and

known her for Many vears. and to 
him she explained that she desired to 
write letters. 

One of the notes was addressed to 
Cruz Castro, the girl's mother. and 
the owner of the lunch wagon, stating 
that life was unbearable, and asking 
forgiveness for the act she was about 
to commit. 

Returning to Bracamonte’s room, 
Miss Moreno spread the letters on a 
table. and standing in front of a large 
mirror fired directly into the richt 
nostril, the bullet penetrating the 
brain and causing instant death. An 
investigation showed that the girl had 
taken the weapon from under a pil- 
low in the room while the owner was 
atsent.

Harris was 34 years of age, and was 
@ popular young business man. When 
his wife was called to the athletic 
club rooms, when his death was dis- 
covered, her grief was almost uncon- 
trollable. It, was with the greatest 
difficulty that she could be persuaded 
to leave the body when it was re- 
movéd to the morgue. She declared 
to Manager Witt that her husband 
had been in the habit of taking druas 
to induce sleep. But upon making an 
axamination of Harris's clothing and 
the room no evidence in support of 
this theory as to a possible cause of 
death was found. According to his 
wife, Harris had never had symptoms 
of heart disease. 

SELDOM AT CLUB. 

The jeweler had been a member of 
the Athletic Club for years, but had 
not stayed at the club over night for 
two years. He was devoted to his 
home and seldom visited the club ex- 
cept in the daytime. He telephoned 
to his wife that he would stay there 
Monday. night, but gave no. reason for 
his absence from home. 

To those who greeted in the 
rooms after he had arrived seemed 
in good spirits, although ab- 
sent-minded. He was seen in his 
room shortly after 3 o'clock in the 
morning, reading a magazine. 

A young man, who acts as an ac- 
eountant at the club, was at work in 
Harris’s room from 8 o'clock until 11 
vesterday morning. He says he heard 
Harris snore. Manager Witt says he 
does not know the name of this young 


man. 

Witt suggested that -Harris be 
awakened at noon. Unlocking the 
door, they found him dead, stretched 
out on the bed. as a 
stand on which. was a partly 
full of water. This water has been 
analyzed and found to contain no 


drugs.

Harris must have expired between | 
11 and 12 o'clock, for, according to 
the attendant, he was asleep until the 
first-named hour. It is not the cus- 
tom of the jeweler to remain in bed 
late in the morning. He was always 
at the store promptly at 8:30 a.m. 
The Harris jewelry store has been 
conducting a sale recently, and the 
work of the partners and store force 
has been more arduous than usual, 
but according to employees, no rea- 
son for the sudden death are to be 
found in the business.

NOCTURNAL MAIL COLLECTION 
BY AUTO NEWEST PLAN. . 


— — 


Los Angeles Selected by Postoffice 
Department for Tryout of Scheme 
for Greater Efficiency and be- 
patch—Nincty More Square Miles 
‘to Be Thus Served. 

Postmaster Harrison has received 
authority from the Postoffice De- 
partment to place on experimental 
duty as soon as possible five automo- 
hiles, to be used for the night collec- 
tion of mall in Los Angeles. On ac- 
unt of the climatic conditions here, 
recognized as the most perfect in 
‘he world, this city has been selected 
for ‘he purpose of experiment in the 
more. dispatch of the United 
States. mails. 

It is estimated that an additional 
area of ninety square miles will be 
served by the installation of the new 
service and that, in addition to the 
territory now covered by wagon, the 
patrons of the postoffice in South 
Pasadena, Alhambra, Hollywood, the 
Wiishire district and the outlying por- 
tions of the city will he cared for. 
The innovation will be installed as 
oon as the proper arrangements can 
be made. 

There will be a meeting of the let- 
ter carriers of the Los Angeles post- 
office Saturday evening, when the 
auto appointments will be made. In 
the meantime tenders have been 
asked of auto factories for the de- 
livery of the five cars. No selection 
has yet beep made, but the machines 
will cost between $600 and $1000 
each. It is believed that it will nat 
require more than ten days or two 
weeks to get the plan under way. 

The autos will not be required to 
carry more than two sacks of letters 
at one time and this small weight wih 
allow the builders to furnish light- 
running machines with a new top 
that has been approved by the Post- 
office Department. It resembles the 
ordinary mail wagon painted red and 
blue, the postal colors. 

At the present time three letter car- 
riers in this city who ow their autos 
deliver the mail on their respective 
districts in about half the time used 
by the carriers who go on foot. They 
do an eight-hour stretch in four and 
receive pay from the government for 
the upkeep of the auto in addition ta 
their regular salary. :

NORMAL SCHOOD SITE. 
COUNCIL APPROVES PLAN. 
The plan proposed by Charles A. 
Elder. of the Los Angeles Investment 
Company, by which the city is to 
gain an option on the State Normal 
School site at a cost of $500,000, was 
wianimously approved by the Coun- 
ell yesterday. The Finance Commit- 
tee reported it favorably and the 
Council recommitted it. for consid- 
eration of details and legality, to the 
land ahd Finance Committees and 
the City Attorney. 
Culte a large number of persons 
interested in having the area of the 
school site rétaineqd for municipal 
uses were at the Council meeting to 
make arrangements for the plan, but 
the summary and unanimous action 
taken made this_unnecessary. 

The committees are te fix the rate 
of interest that is to be the feature 
of the gold bonds issued by the Los 
Angeles Investment Company, of 
which Elder is presidént. While Ei- 
der suggested 6 per cent. it may be 
made lower to relleve the city of a 
large interest bill, if it ever assumes 
the property. under an option. 

Elder plans to offer $560.000 for 
the site and then execute an option 
in favor of tle city by which it will 
gain the site by paying the principal 
and accrued interest of the bonds.

NOT STATE'S TO SELD. 


— 

Municipal Property Cannot Be Sold 

by the Higher Agency for Delin- 

quent Taxes, Holds Supreme Court. | 

In the case brought by J. H. Smith 
against the City of Santa Monica, to 
quiet title to two lots in that munic- 
ipality, the Supreme Court yesterday 
laid down the doctrine that the State 
cannot sell municipal real estate delin- 
auent in taxes. In the lower courts 
the judgment was for the defendant 
and the Supreme Court affirms that 
view.of the case. : 

One of the two lots involved was 
sold to the State for delinquent taxes 
in 1896 and the other for the same 
reason in 1895. Santa Monica brought 
an action in 1895 to condemn the 
lands for public purposes as a city 
park. The judgment in the city’s fa- 
vor was entered December 20, 1397. 
At the time of the sale made to 
Smith, the title, excepting such title 
as the State itself acquired by the 
deed of the tax collector to it. was 
vested in the city of Santa Monica. 
To enforce the payment of State and 
county taxes the State sold into pri- 
vate ownership the public property 
of one of its agencies. ; 

The court holds that it is well set- 
tled that an assessment for taxes lev- 
led upon public property of such man- 
@atory agency is void. It also holds 
that the limited title which the State 
holds has been merged in the title 
which the municipality has acquired.

But now 
there is an exceptionally fine one at 
Summit, N. J.—a large stone build- 
ing, with nursery; hospital, home and 
kindergarten departments. The so- 
ciety has proven by actual experiment 
that the blind baby will grow up into 
a beautiful, normal, healthy child, 
with the exception that it has no eye- 
sight. To prove this, eighty-two so- 


ed children from different States were 
placed in the institution and given 
the best care and training that could 
be secured, and only two out of the 
entire number failed to respond. 

The mere fact that a child is born 
blind does not signify that its mental 
powers are deficient, and yet. unless 
special pains is taken, the lack of 
sight so hinders the child from de- 
veloping normal activities that fre- 
quently it becomes feeble in mind, 
unless trained daily and hourly.

_AN EARLY TRIAL.

DARROW BRIBERY CASE TO BE 
SET THIS MORNING, 


Attorney Will Plead Guilty if 


Active preparations for the trial of 

Clarence Darrow were begun by Asst. 
Dist. Atty. Ford yesterday. Bert H. 
Franklin, former confidential agent 
for the McNamare defense, was in con- 
ference with Ford for some time yes- 
terday morning. It is presumed that 
Franklin reviewed various bits of tes- 
timony that he is prepared to give 
when called as the chief witness for 
the prosecution in the bribery trial. 
The assistant district attorney would 
not discuss any phase of Franklin's 
visit, intimating that all had been 
said on the subject that would ema- 
nate from the prosecution. 
This morning Darrow will appear 
with counsel in Department Ten of 
the Superior Court to have his case 
set for trial. Rogers, his lawyer, 
professes to be eager to have it set at 
an early date. This morning's con- 
ference between defense and prosecu- 
tion will show how eager the defense 
is. There is a well-defined rumor— 
strenuously denied by the defense 
that Darrow is making overtures to 
the prosecution with a view of plead- 
in guilty if assured of judicial clem- 
ency. It is not believed that Capt. 
Fredericks, Who alone can make any 
such agreement, will consent to any 
compromise, % 

The prosecution is a tly far 

stronger than has admitted. 
Though there are vociferous de- 
nials that Atty. John Harrington of 
Chicago will be a witness for the 
State, it is predicted that he will be 
found in the witness chair when the 
case comes to trial. Franklin's tes- 
timony is also believed to be very 
strong. In addition there are a num- 
ber of former employees of Darrow 
who assert they have bits of evidence 
tending to connect the chief counsel 
for the McNamaras with a plan to 
bribe prospective jurors. 3 
Besides this evidence, there will be 
two jurors, several talesmen and a 
number of detectives who will give 
testimony. 
The question of what judge will 
hear the bribery case is in abeyance. 
Tt it goes to Department Eleven Judge 
Hutton will probably hear it, other- 
wise there is strong probability that 
it will be assigned to Judge McCor- 
mick.

Cecilia Loftus. is still the big hit 

of the Orpheum bill, despite the fact 
that this is-her second week.

While many 
of her creations yesterday were the 
same as those given before, she added 
some new ones, both afternoon and 
night. But her Bernhardt still re- 
‘mains the supreme summit of her 
art, with Rose Stahl and Maud Allan 
close seconds. This is Miss Loftus's 
last week, and a bit of friendly ad- 
vice is—see her. 
Ot the new acts, probably Reynolds 
and Donegan are entitled to the 
paims. In tostumes that arouse all 
the adjectives in a feminine vocabu- 
lary to overwork, the two give an 
exhibit of dancing on rollers that is 
aftistic and extremely clever. Wheth- 
er or not they pleased the English 
“Kink” doesn't matter; they win 
American plaudits by their remark- 
able steps and the grace and ease of 
their work, which varies from the 
stately minuet, through the waltz, to 
the wildest of Apache movements. 

Hawthorne and Burt, old friends, 
return in a ridiculous satire on the 
army, called “The New Recruit.” 1 
is merely a vehicle for song and talk, 
but at the same time it is funny. 
Both boys are clever at parody, com- 
edy and farce, and their talents are 
utilized to the utmost in_making mer- 
ry for the onlookers. 

The Parroffs are a couple of husky 
foreigners, Germans probably, as the 
best athletes come from there. They

edy that is not nearly so bad as is 


usually the result of such combination. 
And they have the strength, skill and 
finish that mark the foreign athletic 
turn and so often are lacking in ours.
